Whereas, Molly Brammer also proved instrumental in setting two team state records as the anchor
leg of the Wildcats’ 200 freestyle relay and the anchor leg of the 400 freestyle relay; and

Whereas, a member of the graduating class of 2005 at Blue Springs High School, Molly Brammer
has signed with the University of Kansas to continue her swimming endeavors at the collegiate level of
competition:
